For a man that has fo many Vices, that they cannot be 
reckor'd up, when once he has a little got the ſtart of 
his Neighbours in his Fortune, had been as good and as 
innocent a man as any one living, if he had continued 
npon the fame Level with them, and joyn'd in their en- 
vious Calumnies againſt others: But having got above 
them, they difparage, they hate, they endeavour to 
thwart him in all things, tho' it be to the hind*rance 
and detriment of the Publick Intereſt. In which, tho' 
they themſelves havea common ſtake ; Yet'envy ma- 
ny times fo blinds mens eyes, that they will rather hurt 
themſelves, injure the common Good and Safety, ruine 
their Native Country, hazard all that is dear or preci- 
otrs, rather than not do what they can to pulſdown and 
deſtroy thoſe whom they envy. , 

And as envy hath and doth work continually fact: 
Confaſion in the State, fo it hath no lefs been a Diſtur- 
ber ofthe Peace of the Church. | 

For though the Scriptures of theNew Teſtament ave 
full of Precepts againſt envy, ſuch as that of St. Paul, 
Gal. 5. 26. Let us not be defrrons of Vain Glory, provok- 
ing ove another, exvying one another. And though our 
Bleffed Saviour, borh by his example and precepr,. 
caupht aff Chriftians not to ſeek Earchly, but Heavenly 

iches and Honours, (the way to which could never be 
thefame with thar by which Satanfell from them) and 
cho? he pave ro. the Miniſters of his Church the greateſt 
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meek, and asofficiousto dogood, as if they were the 
leaſt, and ſervants of all, Mark: 9. 35; Yet neverthe- 
leſs, -becauſe no Society can confiſt without. Goyerit- 
ment, and there can'be no Government . without Su-, 
bordination ; for there is no Authority, and there, can 
be no obedience, amongſt rhoſe that are in all Reſpeds 
equal ; therefore our Lord himſelf did. conſtitute diffe- 
rent Orders; he.ordained Apoſtles, whoſe Office is in 
the 1/. of the As, called a Biſhoprick ; He likewiſe or- 
dain'd Elders, who were”not of ſo great Authority as 
the Apoſtles ; and the Apoſtles, who were endued with 
Power from on high, ordained Deacons, all the Orders 
we now retain, Now, becauſe: Authority is that which. 
all ambitious and worldly-minded men do:ſeek;; and 
it is impoſſible that any Church, or any Society here 
on earth,ſhould be without any worldly-minded men in 
it ; Thence hath ariſen the Diſturbance of the Peace of. 
the Church, there have been men like Dzotrephes, 
whom we read of in the 3d. Epiſtle of Joh», ver. g. 
who lov'd Preeminence, and therefore enyyed the Poſ- 
{e(lion of it by any other Perſons; and as it is at the 
Tenth Verſe, firſt began to prate againſt them, and 
then. made Diviſions from them | ; 


This in all Ages of the Church, if we look into. 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, we ſhall find to be. the firſt and 
chief Cauſe of all Hereſies, Seas and Schiſms. There 
were men that would fain have had the Preeminence, 
that were very. angry that it fell ro other mens Lots; 
and. ſo firſt prated againſt them,” and then made Di- 
viſions from them. , Thus of -Qld,: the Novation, Do- 
natit, Arrian, and many. other both Schiſms and'He- 
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retes  bxranz And -thevefore, we. mul 

ſtrange, ..1f; we ſee: ſuch things happen. again. in' ovr 
Age... We. have. ſeen. the effects of. this, not..only in 
Diviſions in the Church; .but alſo in Sub-diviſions a- 
mong the Dividers.themſelves. For: when 'a' Proud 
man..has made himſelf Headrof a Se&, others of :the 
ſame Se, as :Prond- as: he,: have Envy'd that! his 
Preeminence, and: divided from him to make them- 
ſelves Chief of other Seas, [and in their turn have 
felt the ſame effet of Envy. For let men talk what 
they will of Parity or Equality, it is utterly -impofſ- 
ſible in any Society .or Company that, hold together, 
but that there wull and. muſt be ſome that will be 
more Eminenty and that will bear a greater ſway than 
others, and in efftet Govern; and whereſoever there 
is Superiority, that will be a But of Envy, and that 
Envy will be the Cauſe of Diviſion; and -Sub-divi- 
ſions are the eaſieſt things in the world, becauſe 
there is neither Authority nor Argument to reſtrain 
them, bur what had been rejected before by the Di- 
viders. So that if God ſhould leave Human Nature 
to it ſelf, as long as there is ſuch a thing as Envy 
in it, there could be no Church-Government, there 
could be: no: Unity in the World.

Having thus ſpoken of the Diſturbance. of Church 
and State.that, is. given. by Envy, I need ſay nothing 
of that, Trouble: and Vexation,ithat. flood of Evil 
ſpeaking, of 'Evil ſurmiſing, -the, multitude of Feuds 
and Quarrels, that Envy begets: in every. little Neigh- 
bourhood, in every private Family; fince mens too 
common experience of this, to their. Coſt, will ſuf-

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And: to what end is all this. Miſchief done by En- 
vious: Men? What do they ger by itz There is 
certainly a great deal of Labour, in contriving, in 
proſecuting, and yet hiding Envious Deſigns. There 
1s much pain and anguiſh to the Envious Man, not 
only from a ſenſe of the Guilt of his Sin, but in 
the Sin it ſelf, beſides the puniſhment he muſt ex- 
pet hereafter, which can be no other than what is 
inflicted upon the Devils, his Sin being the ſame with 
theirs. 

Envy is alfo its own Puniſhment ; a Puniſhment fo 
great, that when a man becomes extreamly Envious, 
it even pines him away, it waſtes his fleſh, conſumes 
his bones, eats- his very heart ; fo that. no man can 
find a greater Torment for a very Envious Man, than. 
be inficts upon himſelf... And what profit, I ſay, 
hath he for all this pain2 His Envy is not: only. a 
diſcouragement to. Worthy Men in the doing of their 
Duty, when they find ſo - much- ill-witt for their 
pains; but is alſo an hinderance.to- himſelf, from. 
treading in their ſteps, and taking the ſame Courſe 
to Yertue, : and the Rewards of: it:* For when he 
has reproach'd others, he is athami'd, and 'too- proud 
to imitate: them. for which Reaſon Job'charpes- the 
Envious with: folly,” 'as well as wickedneſs, ſaying, 
Byvy Sayeth. the: fely one. | ,

- Bur fince Envy is ſuch a Phgue to' all the Farth, 
fich « Diſturbance to Society, fuch a Breeder of Diſ- 
content and FaQtion in the State, ſuch a never-ceaſing 
Cauſe of Schifm and Divifton in the Chnrch : Ir is 
2. Wonder, forme Man may fay, that the good Pro- 
vidence of God" endures Envious Men upon the face 
of the Earth, that rhe Drvine Juſtice does nor, as it 
did once in the Caſe of the Envious Levites, ſend 
them all down quick to thoſe evit Spirits, whom 
they ſo nearly refemble, and not ſuffer them to trou- 
ble this earth any _ 4h 

But this is an Objection to be made by ſuch as do 
not underſtand or conſider the ftate of this prefent 
Life: We ought to know that this is an imperfeCt 
State, wherein evil muſt be mixt with good, of whictr 
there can be a perfeCt ſeparation onely in the future 
Life ; that it is; as it -were, the ftate of Infancy to 
good: Men, who muſt be bred up here as Chiſdren 


in a Schoot, for the ſtate of Perfetion; and there- 
fore here they muſt paſs throngh many Tryals and 
difficult Methods of Difeipline- and Improvement, 
amongſt which, the Zxrvy both 'of Men and Devils, 
as 'ris manag'd by the Wife Providence of God, who 
can bring good out of evil, may very well be reckon'd 
for one. I 4 FOeS "MF PIE” MONEY 
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and diſgrace,. to-which the Enyious- ſtead ready, \and: 
axe, watchful, to cxpole..men on any-fauls or-miſcar- 
riage;. 8nd. this, doubtleſs, keeps; many. Perſons-fronv 


being. ſo. bad. as otherwiſe , they. would be.. 


Again; The beſt Men are but, weak and+ frail, 
and the ſnares of the Devil manifold; fo that by a- 
voiding one: fin, we often run into another ; and the 
molt perfet Men on earth, if they do not'erre on 
the left hand, yet are apt. to erre on the right, to 
fall into ſome unreaſonable extreme or other : And 
good Men, when they. have attain'd to any excellen- 
cy, are apt to be. putt up with. ſome' degree of Va- 
nity, and in ſome fort to deſpiſe and contemn others, 
and to become more remiſs in their own Duties. And 
theſe Faults, though they cannot. ſee in themſelves, 
and the kindneſs of their Friends makes -them over- 
look them, and perhaps Flatterers may commend as 
Vercues;..- yer the quick . ſight of 'the- Envious, pre- 
ſeatly diſcovers them,and they blow them up intogrear 
6 Crimes, . and. blaze them abroad, ſo rhat Men thems 

ſelves can be no. longer ignorant.of their faults. 


And again, Though the Envious. do often Calum: 
niate the beſt Men, yet they never direly.'Calum- 
niate them for their Vertues, but they find out ſome 
fault, or at leaſt ſome appearance or probability of 
a. fault to Calumniate withal: As we read in the 
Firſt of Fob, the Devil, when he could nor find any 
diſobedience to charge Fob with, charg'd him with 
worldly and ſelfrends in his obedience : $So Envious 
Men,: who.are the. Devil's moſt apt Scholars, never 
plainly. 
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-nNavity;; Prudence or Diligence,; Temperance or For- 
tirude; though-it. be for: the Repuratioo and Rewards 
of thelſe,; that- they envy him ; but' they will charge 
him with Vain-glory, or Hypocriſie, or Self-endednels, 
or the like: Andif they can find the leaſt Colour of 
any of theſe! Vices ; - they take this for a Diſcovery, 
and magnifie it to the uttermoſt. So that in effect, 
Envious Men are the moſt curious and exact Cenfors 
of Manners; they keep the World in a great deal of 
Awe, and are oftentimes our trueſt Friends to diſco- 
ver to us thoſe faults which-otherwiſe we ſhould have 
over-look'd. They make us circumſped in every AQti- 
on, and I believe, a great-many may fay by experience, 
That the Envy of their Enemies (though it is no 
thank to them ) hath contributed more to the Re- 
formation, and the perfecting of their Manners, than 
all the kindneſs of their Friends. This good uſe and pro- 
fit of Ezvy, though in-.it felf a very ' wicked thing, 
and dwelling only in the moſt wicked hearts, the 
All- wife and Over-ruling Providence of God doth 
make; and every wiſe and good Man ought to make 
this Advantage of others Exvy, he ought to grow 
the more careful and circumlpect in all his. ways, 
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and ſo to; profit thereby. 


But becaufe the generality of the World are not 
wiſe, and the beſt Men on. earth are but imperfectly 
ſo; therefore, when Envious Men raiſe {landers,: con- 
trive evil devices againſt thoſe they Envy, the Per- 
ſons envyed are apt to retort them, to render evil for 
evil, and the ſtanders-by take part with the one ſide - 
or the other, according as their Exvy or. other Paſſi- 
ons 
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ties are form'd, and'ir often ends in' Wir and Cons 
fuſion. ' The beſt way then to prevent fo' much Miſ- 
chief, as Zrvy uſually. brings into "the World, is t9 
uſe what means'we can to cure this evil Diſeaſe in

1. Then, A true underſtanding of the Nature, and 
the Value of the things of this preſent world, will 
be a powerfull Remedy againſt Ervy; . For indeed, 
when Vertuous and Worthy men are envied, it is 
not for their Vertue, but it is for thoſe worldly Ad- 
vantages which they get by it. As for Vertue it 
felf, *sis in every mans power: He may have it if 
he will go to the Coſt. Bur thoſe Advantages which 
are the Rewards of it, are commonly in the Power 
of others. And men .do not grieve for want of that, 
which it is in their own power to have, but for he 
O 
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of rhar, which it 'is in the power of others" 'to give. 
This is plain in the Inftance*T menrion'd of 'Cazr's en- 
vying his' Brother ; for God told him, that he need 
not :be. caſt down,  ſinzte he might do well and be 
accepted; But he had no mind to do well, and yer 
| he had a Mind ro be Accepted, and to have the 
| Benefit of it; | ſo that'he envyed not his Brother's 
Goodneſs, which he might have had, if he pleas'd, 
but he envied God's Acceptance of him, and the 
Bleflings that were like to follow thereupon. So like- 
wiſe, in that other memorable Inſtance of the Fyv 
of Saul gainſt David; Saw! envyed not David's 
Courage in venturing to go againſt Goliah, for that 
he might have had himſelf; he might have gone a- 
gainſt thar Champion then, or afterwards againſt 
any of his Gygantics Bretheren, but Sa#/ envyed 
the praiſe, that Duwvid got by this, when the Wo- 
men celebrated his Valour in their Songs, ſaying, 
Saul hath ſlain his Thouſands, but David his Ten T hous 
ſands. He was very willing that David ſhou'd have 
the Fighting, but he wou'd fain have had the praiſe. 


Now, beſides that it -is moſt unjuſt, that the- worl: 
and the reward ſhou'd be feperated, or that they 
ſhould” defire' the one, that have no mind to the 
other :- I ſay beſides this, if men wou'd but en- 
quire what thero is in popular praife, in worldly: 
Wealth or Greatneſs, they wou'd find them fo; un- 
fit and improper to give true Content or Satisfaction 
to man's Mind ;. ſo uncertain alſo; for they- do not 
alwayes happen to thoſe "that beft deſerve them ; 
and if it be our hap to obtain them, they can be 
ours but fo little a- while ;; that a wiſe-man wou'd 
hardly. 
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them, * much leſs torment his-mind with -{o' grievotis 
and- ſore: a;: paſſion ( as E2vy is) for them; | Eſpe- 
cially: when-that more ſubſtantial. good of daing well, 
and performing our: Duty, and what becomes us, in 
all Circumſtances, is always within our Reach and 
Power, the Grace of God waiting continually. -to 
affiſt us therein; and this, beſides' thre unconceivable 
Comfort every good and generous mind mult feel 
therein, - will entitle us to Rewards, that are not 
empty, uncertain, and tranſitory, but unſpeakably 
Happy and Eternal. The 

2, Remedy againſt Envy, is a dutiful Submiſſion to 
the will and pleaſure of God, by whoſe providence all 
things here below are order'd and diſpos'd. If we 
conlider how much it-is our duty to ſubmit to him, 
whoſe all: things are, and: even we our felves, ( and 
he cannot. but have a juſt Title to. do; whatſoever he 
will with his own) + we -can never have an evil or 
an envious Eye at the Proſperity of any of our 
Brethren. For even this is wholly the Gift of God; 
So the Scripture ſaith, The Lord maketh rich, and 
maketh poor, : he -lifteth up .and caſteth down; and 
How. dares man then, by his Ervy, cenſure the AQti- 
ons: of his Maker, or fay unto God, What doeſt thou 2 
He hath wiſe Reaſons for all his Doings, tho' we 
ſometimes are not able to find them out, We know 
not: the, meaning of His Providence oftentimes, 'and 
why then ſhou'd: we-preſume jp; judge-it ?-. For we 
cannot,, 8s Solomon iays in the :9., of, Eecles. ver x. 
Tudge either of, God's Love .or Hatred, by the things 
that are before us, by the diſpoſal of worldly Ad- 
vantages ; for worldly Goods are not always Bleſ- 
ſings, 
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ings, © pg. og, may. j9 Judgment an ite

whilſt others, whom he loves better, may. be mean 
and defpis' d. Even, - according to- Natural Reaſon, 
and. the Judgment of the Philoſophers, thoſe that are 
term'd the good things of this World, are not good 

in themſelves, but as they are usd: A wiſeand good 
Man will be ſure to uſe them well, and he were an 
ill Man that would envy him any blew But Riches 
or Honours heap'd upon a fool, 'or a wicked, .man, are 
rather 2 Miſchief than a Benefit to him: They. make 
him but, more remarkably; fooliſh, they greaten . and 
ſhew his faults more advantageouſly, and.in a clearer 
light, they alſo blow .up and. inflame; his Luſts and 
Paſſions: For either they lead him-into Pride and 
Vanity, Ryot and Exceſs, and fo-there is a quick dil- 
patch both of the Man and his Fortune together ; or 
elſe Covetouſneſs ſeizeth him, and renders all his Sub- 
' Nance. uſeleſs to him, and fear: of loſing what he has, 
keeps him always in anxiety. Now. who would envy 
2 man in ſuch a-ſtate of miſery? 'This may cure Exvy 
in the worſt natur'd man living, - How much more, 
if we conſider what the end of. all this is like tobe? 
God may ſuffer wicked men to proſper in this World,
